In the first two months of this crop the 
Richmond mills have turned out approxi 
mately 100,000 barrels of flour, and of this 
one-half was exported to England, Ireland, 
Scotland, Holland, West Indies and North 


ern Africa, the four being shipped by rail 
and exported from Newport News, Norfolk 


and Baltimore. Since May 1 the mills have 
been shipping flour to an oasis in the desert 
of Sahara, the flour moving from Newport 
News to Hamburg, Germany, thence to 
Alexandria, Egypt, where it is carried in 
caravans into the interior. The operation 
of these mills gives an enormous tonnage to 
the railroads, and on the inbound movement 
of grain the freight payments will average 
$1000 per day, and to make and market this 
flour gives employment to hundreds of Rich 
mond men. 


When the abolition of the foreign 
slave trade made that form of conm- 


merce unprofitable, capital was released 
into the textile industry of New Eng- 
land. The decline of whaling many 
years later threatened to turn to decay 
New Bedford, Mass., but New Bedford 
built cotton mills. Closing of the doors 
of Brazil to Richmond flour might have 
closed the flour mills forever had not 
improved methods of manufacture been 
introduced and had not new markets 
been sought. The lesson should not be 
lost upon communities or individuals 
when, in the course of revolutions in 
industry or commerce, they find their 
long-enjoyed advantages slipping from 
them. In no case is there reason for a 
permanent decline in importance. Main-

A “For several years the country has

iana the question is more one of the 
reclamation of wet prairies or overflowed land, 
rather than of swamps, though eventually swamp 
drainage will doubtless be carried out there, as 
well as in other States. 
“These wet prairie lands cover several million 
acres and stretch for mile after mile as level as the 
prairies of the West. For years they were re- 
garded as valueless, but with modern ditching and 
draining machinery, like great steam shovels, it 
has been found that this land can easily be drained, 
and the importance of this as a national asset is 
readily seen when it is stated that as soon as 
drained it is worth $100 an acre, and will yield the 
biggest kind of returns on that value.

an acre, according to location.—J. C. Clair.

Richest ‘‘It is estimated that these overflowed 
Land lands of Louisiana when reclaimed will 
in add $700,000,000 to the wealth of that 
World State. Adjacent sugar lands of the 
same character are worth $200 an acre. 

“It is probably the richest land in the world, and 


yet after one plowing only it is as soft and friable 
as the lightest loamy land. 

“It has been thousands of years in the making, 
and is the accumulation of silt brought down by 
the Mississippi river during unnumbered centuries, 
and of vegetable matter. 

“It has been tested for a thousand feet in depth 
without change from the same character as at the 
surface. In one place the drill went into an oak 
log at a depth of 450 feet, and from a depth of 
about 400 feet an acorn in a good state of preser- 
vation was brought up. The drainage canals are 
about 30 feet wide and 6 to 8 feet deep, and all 
connect with some of the bayous or rivers to 
carry off the surplus water, while smaller laterals, 
or ditches, connect with the main canals. 


Result ‘The enormous rice crop of Loui 
Dial siana is raised on land which 20 years 
ago could not be sold for 25 cents an 
acre. Now it is worth $100 an acre, and in some 
cases more. Twenty-five or thirty thousand peo- 
ple, the majority of whom came from the West to 
engage in rice-growing, now live in a region 
where 20 years ago the Southern Pacitic Railroad 
refused to build a station because the officers 
thought the land was worthless and the country 
unfit for settlers. Now that same road annually 
hauls rice out of this district by the thousands of 
carloads, and many prosperous towns, running 
from a few hundred up to 10,000 or 12,000 popu- 
lation, dot the line.”’ 


Since that was written several hundred thousand acres of wet lands have been put under 
drainage; millions of dollars have been invested in the work; the firm credited with 
being the largest seed corn growers in the world has bought 15,000 acres of Louisiana 
wet land on which to grow seed corn; large land operators from the North and West 


have undertaken great drainage operations.
